The first breath of spring brings a 
host of engagement and wedding an- 
nouncements. There's a magic in the

*Chicken Shortcake—Melt 2 table- 
spoons butter in a saucepan, add 3 
tablespoons flour and blend well. Add 
1 medium can cream of mushroom 
soup and cook, stirring constantly, 
until thickened. Add 1 1-2 to 2 cups 
diced cold chicken and 4 hard cooked 
eggs, sliced, and continue cooking un- 
til chicken and eggs are heated 
through. Add salt and pepper, if de- 
sired, but since the chicken was sea- 
soned when cooked, and the mushroom 
soup is so carefully seasoned, little ad- 
ditional seasoning will be required. 
Serve between and on top of hot bis- 
cuits. Garnish with slices of hard 
cooked eggs topped with slices of 
stuffed Spanish ‘olives, and tiny sprigs 
of parsley. 

lee Cream Roll (serves ten) 
Beat 3 egg whites until frothy, add 
1 teaspoon pure eider vinegar and 
continue beating until egg whites are 
stiff, or just until dish may be in- 
verted without egg white slipping out. 
Add 1-2 cup sugar gradually, beating 
constantly. Beat 3 egg yolks until 
thick and lemon colored. Add 1-2 tea- 
spoon ~anilla and fold into the whites 
with a spatula, using long, deep 
strokes and as few as possible. When 
yolks seem blended with whites, sift 
in 1-2 cup pastry flour, which has 
been sifted once before measuring and 
once afterward with 1-8 teaspoon salt, 
folding it in gradually with a spatula. 
Pour into a large shallow pan (10x16 
inches) the bottom of which is lined 
with waxed paper. Bake in a hot oven

Cover top and sides with 
whipped cream and sprinkle lightly 
with a mixture of dry coconut and 
green granulated sugar. To color sug- 
ar add a few drops of green vegetable 
coloring to 1-4 cup granulated sugar 
and blend well. 


If you want something different try 
following sardine recipes. 


SARDINES ORIENTAL. 


Two cans sardines, 4 tablespoons 
butter, 2 egg yolks, 1-4 cup water, 1 
tablespoon chutney, pinch of salt and 
paprika, 1-2 tablespoon lemon juice. 

Lift sardines from can . carefully 
onto buttered baking sheet or shallow 
pan, and heat thoroughly in a moder- 
ate oven. Melt butter in top of double 
boiler, stir in beaten egg yolks, re- 
move from fire. Bring water to boil, 
add lemon juice, chutney, salt and pap- 
rika, stir gradually into egg yolk mix- 
ture. Return to double boiler and cook, 
stirring constantly, until thick and 
smooth. Arrange hot sardines on but- 
tered toast, pour sauce over them. 
Serve with buttered asparagus tips 
or 5 spinach. Serves four 
to five. 


SARDINE OMELETTE. 

One can sardines, 6 eggs, 6 table- 
spoons’ milk, 3-4 teaspoon salt, 1-8 te - 
spoon pepper, 3 tablespoons butter, cu- 
cumber, sliced. . 

Beat eggs slightly, enough to blend 
the yolks and whites, add milk and 
seasonings. Put butter in hot omelet 
pan; when melted, turn in the mix- 
ture. As it cooks, lift the edges to- 
ward the center until the whole is of 
a creamy consistency: increase heat so 
it may brown quickly underneath. 
When nicely browned and omelette is 
set, lay sardines on one half of the 
omelette. They must have been pre- 
viously heated in their own oil and 
well drained. Turn over half of the 
omelette over and slide on a heated 
platter. If in season garnish with cu- 
cumber slices. 


SARDINE CROQUETTES. 

Use 11-2 cups of mashed sardines 
—11-2 cups to 1 cup of white sauce. 
Combine the mashed sardines and the 
white sauce, add salt and pepper and 
lemon juice to taste. Now chill the 
mixture and when cold shape into 
balls or fingers as preferred. Roll in 
cracker crumbs and fry in deep fat 
until golden brown. Serve with fresh 
green peas and potato chips. 


SARDINE DELIGHT. 

Mash 2 cans of sardines through a 
sieve or colander. Mix with 1 cup of 
cream sauce, 2 egg yolks, season with 
1-2 teaspoon of fine chopped Italian 
pepper, salt to taste. Finally fold in 
2 or 3 stiffly beaten egg whites. Pour 
in well buttered baking dish. Bake in 
moderate oven about 15 minutes. 


SARDINE SPREAD. 

Make a sardine paste by mashing 
sardines thoroughly—they are prac- 
tically boneless, so you'll have no 
trouble mashing them. Now spread 
this sardine paste lightly on bread or 
toast—then spread again with chop- 
ped broiled bacon, which has been 
mixed with mayonnaise. 


U. S. C. OF C. REPORTS 


INCREASE IN EXPORTS 


WASHINGTON. April 23.—(4)— 
An upward swing in American ex- 
ports of a wide range of products 
during 1935 was reported today by 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 

An analysis by the chamber’s for- 
eign commerce section said the “con- 
tinued, though not spectacular” im- 
provement was “coincident with gen- 
eral recovery and increased purchas- 
ing power in many parts of the 
world.” 

Topping the list of products for 
which increased world demand was re- 
ported were cotton, automobiles, ma- 
chinery and petroleum products. 

“Our export trade was still ham- 
pered by quotas, exchange controls, 
and other import restrictions.” the re- 
view said. “In some nations these 
and other efforts to build up self- 
sufficiency. particularly in products

I Diaper of 
Revolution Increasing 
| Every Year. 


NDW YORK, April 23.—(P)}—De- 
picting the country’s newspapers as the 
safeguards of pr ig xe n Carl 
W. Ackerman, of Columbia Univer- 
sity Graduate School of Journalism, 
tonight warned ainst those — 
would destroy the om of the 
He spoke before a meeting o ‘the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation. “We learned during the 
prohibition era that one constitutional 
amendment could not be enforced. It 
happened to be the 18th. It can be 
the first.” (Freedom of speech and 
the press) he said. 

Legally, he added, the freedom of 
the press is secure. 

Earlier, the New York Advertising 
Club heard Colonel Frank Knox, of 
the Chicago Daily News, a candidate 
for the republican presidential nomina- 
tion, say: 

“If a free press is destroyed, a dic- 
tator thrives—and the liberties of the 
people disappear.” 

A resolution adopted by the associa- 
tion charged the Black senate lobby 
committee with seizing telegrams and 
correspondence in violation of consti- 
tutional rights and urged all “victims” 
to seek civil damages and demand crim- 
inal prosecution of those involved in 
the “odious affair.” 

Dean Ackerman, discussing the 
newspaper of tomorrow, declared it 
must continue to be the free and in- 
dependent institution it is today. 

“For seven years this nation has 
been shaken by a series of crises, any 
one of which might have produced a 
revolution of violence, if we had had 
a servile or a vacillating press,” he 
said. 

“Ten years is a brief period in his- 
tory but the decade which began in 
1929 and which is still three years in 
the making is pockmarked by the ac- 
tivities of a succession of minorities 
which have attempted to impose their 
will on government and on the people. 

“Their success in this country is 
increasing each year and if it con- 
tinues the source of our liberty and 
our security will be as dry as the 
desert.”

“La Boheme, an opera in four 
acts; music by Giacomo Puccini: text 
by Giuseppe Giacosa and Luigi IIliea, 
founded on Henri Murger’s book, “La 
Vie de Boheme,” will be the matinee 
offering of the current opera season 
at 2 o’clock tomorrow afternoon at 
the Fox theater.

The 16-year-old bride, winner of a 
county-wide beauty contest last year, 
was almost prostrated when informed 
of the verdict of the court. 

Waller was jointly indicted with 
J. R. Newton on a charge of burglary 
of a transportation company at 166 
Garnett street and with receiving stol- 
en goods. After his trial had reached 
the half-way point, a consent verdict 
was ordered and the court and jury 
agreed on a three-year sentence for 
Waller, who admitted disposing of a 
part of the goods stolen from the 
transportation company. 


The bridegroom had four previous 


convictions. He entered pleas of guilty 
to stealing four automobiles in 1932 
and was sentenced then to serve from 
one to four years on each count. His 
minimum sentence yesterday would 
have been 20 years if the consent 
verdict had not been agreed upon. 

Waller married the former Miss 
Betty Ludwig secretly in Lawrence 
ville last September over the objec- 
tions of her mother, Mrs. Marguerite 
Ludwig. 

The mother obtained an injunction 
in Fulton superior court to prevent 
the marriage September 25, 1935, but 
after the order had been signed by the 
judge it was discovered Betty and 
Waller had already wed. 

Young Mrs. Waller was at her hus- 
band’s side constantly during the trial. 
She held his hand and wept as dam- 
aging evidence was offered against 
Waller by the state. 

Waller was out on parole when they 
were married. Friends said she gave 
up a promising career as a model in 
Florida to marry him.

GERMANY PREPARING 


T0 COMBAT AIR RAIDS|= 


Thousands of Nazis Taught 
How To Save Selves From 
Bombings. 


LEIPZIG, April 23—Enemy air 
bombardments, Germany’s great bug- 


pared. 

Thousands of Leipzig fairgoers were 
given food for thought on how to save 
themselves from the terror of explo- 
sive of incendiary bombe. 

Seven different types of bomb and 
gas-proof shelters were set up in the 
technical section. Orowds passed si- 
lently through the vaulted refuges, 
listening attentively to technical ex- 
planations, given by loud speakers. 

One three-story dwelling house, com- 
pletely furnished, had been erected, 
minus frontage, to afford a full view 
of the interior. No detail had been 
omitted. At the sound of a siren, 
father dropped his paper, mother her 
darning, the maid her washing, all 
grabbed gas masks, rushed upstairs, 
shoveled a thick layer of sand or 
earth over the attic floor, closed emer- 
gency splinter-proof doors and win- 
dows and then ran into a bomb-proof 
cellar. 

After the “bombardment” was over, 
they emerged, with due precautions 
to avoid breathing gas-laden air. 


What seemed like gigantic drain 
pipes, of a special composition, af- 
forded shelter for 30 to 60 persons. 
They were designed for surface use, or 
could be dug in partly, or wholly. For 
them it was claimed that not even a 
direct hit could affect the covering, 
a tough mixture with resilient proper- 
ties. These shelters can be quickly 
sealed hermetically, air being admit- 
ted and purified through a hand-work- 
ed air-filtering apparatus. 

More elaborate were chambers large 
enough to furnish 28 accommo- 
dations for hundreds. They were 
equipped with lighting batteries, medi- 
cine chests, stretchers and containers 
for gassed clothing. Prices ran from 
35 to 90 marks ($14 to $36) per head, 
according to the number of people 
sheltered. 

The familiar wartime “pill boxes” 
reappeared as shelters for single out- 
side observers. These, too, were 
claimed to be gas and splinter-proof. 

Crowds looked thoughtfully upon 
these sinister preparations for meeting 
air attacks, which are being produced 
to pattern by several firms, especially 
in the Rhineland, under supervision

Carving deep into senate additions for 
rivers and harbors improvements, con- 
ferees on the War Department sup- 
ply bill today cut it to around budget 
estimates of $572,500,000. 

A net of $39,000,000 was clipped 
out of the measure, As it passed the 
house the bill carried 38545, 000, 000. 
The senate jumped it a net of $66,- 
000,000 to $611,000,000. 

President Roosevelt had warned the | 
appropriation committees that budget 
estimates be adhered to on all money 

if new taxes, in addition to those 
proposed in the house revenue bill, 
were to be avoided. 

Chairman Copeland, democrat, New 
York, of the senate conferees, insisted 
the President's letter, addressed to the 
committee several weeks ago, had nt 
been placed before the members and 
had had “no influence” on today’s ac- 
tion. The senate will act firet on 
the conference report. 

The conference agreement restored 
the house total of $8,518,904 for sea- 
coast, Hawaiian and Panama canal 
defenses which the senate had reduced 
to $1,793,994 

The senate provision for an enlist- 
ed strength of 165,000 men as against 

47,000 under the house bill was ac- 
cepted, with a modification that new 
enlistments be at the rate of not more 
than 1,500 a month. The change re- 
sulted in lopping off around $7,000,- 

of the funds for army pay and 
subsistence. 

The total for rivers and harbors was 
cut from $196,000,000 to $159,000,000, 
a reduction of $37,000,000. This wae 
acocmplished by slashnig the $50,000,- 

lump sum added by the senate for 
new projects to $15,000,000 and elimi- 
mating a $2,000,000 senate item for 
the Bluestone reservoir in West Vir- 
ginia. 
The special senate items of 383,500, 
000 for the Conchas dam in New Mex- 
ico and $2,500,000 for the Sardis res- 
ervoir in Mississippi were retained. 

Copeland said the house conferees 
wanted to cut off the entire $50,000,- 

for new projects added by the 
wpenate, but were prevailed upon to 
acept $15,000,000 of it.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Notice 
was served on the upper chamber to- 
day by Senator Walter F. George and 
Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., of 
Georgia, of their intention to offer an 
amendment to the Hayden-Cartwright 
bill giving the United States Bureau 
of Public Roads authority to deal di- 
rectly with counties and municipalities 
in the expenditure of federal highway 
appropriations,

bill on the same subject. 

The measures are designed to open 
the way for the federal roads bu- 
reau to release to the individual coun- 
ties that portion of the Georgia high- 
way allotment reserved for farm-to- 
market feeder roads and now being 
held up because of legal complications 
arising from the Talmadge financial 
dictatorship. 


They are the outgrowth of the ex- N 


tended conference held here Tuesday 
between members of the Georgia con- 
gressional group and a delegation of 
county commissioners and county at- 
torneys who came to Washington in 
an effort fe devise some means for 
releasing the funds. Representatives 
of the bureau of roads’ legal depart- 
ment attended the conference and in- 
formed the. state delegation that pro- 
visions of the Hayden-Cartwright act, 
under which the present federal aid 
highway regular appropriations are 
made, forbid the bureau's dealing with 
the counties direct.

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 23.—(> 
The need for greater expenditures for 
public health in Georgia was urged to- 
day by Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, of At- 
lanta, director of the State Depart- 
ment of Health.

I probably would be a great deal 
more popular if I never “kibitzed” a 
game of contract. Not that I am a 
noisy or obtrusive kibitzer. From bit- 
ter experience I always try to remain 
discreetly in the background.

150,000 Killers Roam at Large, 
Chief of U.S. G-Men Tells D. A. R. 


WASHINGTON, April 23-——(?)— 
Asserting that in America today there 
are “150,000 murderers roaming at 
large,” J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, to- 
night urged upon the Daughters of 
the American Revolution a “war” on 
crime. 

Hoover called upon the Daughters 
to “view with keen suspicion the va- 
rious so-called economy moves by 
which venal politicians disrupt po- 
lice departments.” He asserted that 
„political grafters” are the brains be- 
hind the Dillingers of the land.” 

At the outset, he conjured up “the 
horrible picture of miles upon miles 
of stiffened corpses representing the 
300,000 citizens of America who to- 


day are walking the street, not realiz- 
ing they are doomed to die by the 
foul hand of the murderer.” 

In addition to the 150,000 murderers 
he said were now at large, he de- 
clared 200,000 of the present popula- 
— will commit murder before they 
ie. 

Even beyond the country’: 3,000,- 
000 convicted criminals, he asserted 
one out of 25 persons in the United 
States is “inclined toward  crimi- 
nality.” 

The citizens have been “paying a 
personal tax of $120 a year for the 
privilege of living in a country which 
each year sees 12,000 murders, 46,- 
981 cases of felonious assaults, 283,- 
685 burglaries, 779,956*larcenies, and 
247.346 automobile thefts.” 

“In every large American city, there 
is attorney after attorney who makes 
his living by counseling men he knows 
to be guilty . . . often he plans 
with them.” 

The D. A. R. Continental Congress 
voted earlier strongly-phrased resolu- 
tions for the defense of this country 
from military invasion, and for the 
preservation of constitution from 
amendments. 

They declared, too, against “bu- 
reaucracy and centralized govern- 
ment,” for reserving to the states the 
regulation of the labor of individuals 
including “minors working under fa- 
tiguing conditions’”—widely interpret- 
ed in effect as a statement of oppo- 
sition to the child labor amendment.
